A translation of the Japanese Patent Office Action dated November 25, 1999, copy attached, in the 
related Japanese Application follows. 

The present invention lacks novelty and an inventive step over references as below: 

Claims 1-6 lack novelty over ref. 1 . Please refer to claims and page 3 of Ref. 1 . Hindered 
phenolic compound having a molecular weight of more than 300 seems to be disclosed therein. 

Claims 1 , 2, 4, 6 lack an inventive step over refs. 2 and 3. Please refer to claims and page 3 of 
Ref. 2. Hindered phenolic compound having a molecular weight of more than 300 seems to be 
disclosed therein. 

Claims 3, 5 lack an inventive step over refs 1-3. Ref .1 disclosese phosphite type compounds 
as a phospholic antioxidant. 

Ref. 1 JP 63-3051 62A 
Ref. 2 JP57-49652A 
Ref. 3 JP60-195116A 

Applicant's explanation of the relevancy of the three cited references follows: 

Ref. 1 discloses a phenolic antiodicant having a molecular weight of more than 300. Ref. 1 aims to 
prevent yellow discoloration of foamed polyurethane by using BHT together with a specific stabilizer. 

Ref. 2 discloses a polyurethane composition icnluding additives of a benzotriazol type UV absorber, 
hindered phenolic type antioxidant, and an ester compound comprising sulfur. Ref. 2 does not disclose a 
phospholic antioxidant. 

Ref. 3 discloses a phenolic antioxidant having a molecular weight of more than 300. Ref. 3 aims to 
improve mechanical strength of urethane elastomer by using specific isocyante and polyol. 
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
